Cabbage Plants Ready for Shipment March Ist. 
Onion Plants March Ist. Minimum Shipment 500. 

Early Jersey Wakefield: This is the earliest pointed cabbage 
grown. 

Large Charleston Wakefield: Similar to Early Jersey Wake- 
field, but two weeks later in maturing and weighs twice as much. 

All Head Select: (Yellows Resistant) Wilt resistant strain of 
All Head Early. Excellent for shipping, kraut, and home garden. 

Ferry’s Round Dutch: A ball-shaped cabbage that is fine for 
market or home use. Firm, and weighs four to five pounds.

Plants are large, producing an abundance of medium sized, 
bright red fruit with thick walls, small seed cavities and splendid 
flavor. Is recommended for home and market. 


Pritchard or Scarlet Topper: Certified and wilt-resisting. Fruit 
matures very early. Large, smooth, meaty, globular in shape 
and ripen uniformly to a deep attractive red color, both exterior 
and interior. This variety is an enormous producer, and there- 
fore requires rich or liberally fertilized moist soil.

Bonnie Best: This is one of the best scarlet tomatoes now in 
use.
